THE GERMAN EMPKROU. 


A Bei tin dispatch says Dr. Lout hold 


has officially declared that he considers 
it incompatible with the oath of respon- 
sibility vested in him to conceal the true 
physical condition of Emperor William, 
therefore he could not omit making re- 
ports which show that the Emperor is 
not in full possession of his normal facul- 
ties. After this declaration had been 
made Professor Esmarch was appointed 
medical attendant to the Emperor, upon 
his consenting to withhold from the pub- 
lic all information concerning the Em- 
peror's real mental condition. 


Sensational dispatches regarding the 


Emperor state that he not only suffers 
from aural discharge and the displace- 
ment of his knee cap, but the wound iu 
his knee reftises to heal and he is in con- 
tinual torture. It is feared that the 
Emperor is suffering fiom cerebral con- 
cussion, as he has had several pro- 
nounced attacks of coma. 


It is rumored that H is proposed to es- 


tablish a regency for the Empire con- 
sisting of Prince Henry, the King of 
Saxony, the Grand Duke of Baden and 
Chancellor Von Capnvi. Prince Henry 
visits England with a view of holding a 
family council, in vhich the Qncen and 
the Empress shall be first consulted. 


If it be true that Emperor William's 


mind is affected and that a Regency is 
to be established for tlw German Em- 
peror great changes may take place iu a 
shoittime. There is a party springing 
into existence in several parts of the Em- 
pire which demand State rights and 
which, in the event of the disability of 
the Emperor to direct affairs, may cause 
much trouble and bring Bismarck to the 
front again in German politics. 


THIS OHIO 
CONTEST. 


The triangular political contest in 


Ohio is suid to be getting quite interest- 
ing. 
There are three tickets in the field, 


the Democratic, 
Republican and Peo- 


ple's Party. The People's Party, which 
is composed 
principally 
of farmers, 


does not expect to elect its candidates 
lor State 
offices, 
but it does hope 


to elect enough members of the Legis- 
lature to hold the balance of power 
and defeat 
the 
re-election of John 


Sherman to the United States Senate. 
As the members fuvor many principles 
in common with the Democrats, and 
none that are advocated by the Repub 
licans, it is^ surmissd that the People's 
Parly and the Democrats will nominate 
fusion tickets for members of the LegiS' 
lature in many of the agricultural dis- 
tricts and thus insure the defeat of 
Sherman. 
Should such an arrangement 


be made it is believed that Campbell, 
the Democratic candidate for Governor, 
will get the votes of rnaay farmer?, and 
ut least offset the defection in Cincinnati, 
where a corrupt clique is righting Camp 
bell because as Governor he did at! in 
his power to prevent its members from 
plundering the taxpayers. At any rate 
the McKinleyites fear the farmers, and 
are appealing to the corporations and 
monopolists in all parts of the country 
to come to their rescue with coin and 
legal tender notes, and it seems now, 
notwithstanding all that is said about 
tariff and free coinage, that the result of 
the election will depend upon the quan- 
tity of "fat" that can be fried out of the 
manufacturers for McKinley. 


VERMONT EXCITED. 


Governor Page of Veimont has issued 


n proclamation convening the Legislature 
in extra session to take action on the 
Direct Tax, which an Act of Congress 
prpvided should be refunded to the sev 
eral States. Vermont's proportion of 
this tax is $190,000, that being the 
amount which it contributed by direct 
taxation to the General Government. 
The Governor made formal application 
for the coin, which he wanted in gold, 
as he is not a silver man, but ho did not 
receive it coin, or paper either, but in- 
stead he was sent n bill for $573,000 for 
a debt incurred by the Stite for arms 
and accoutrements furnished 
by the 


General Governinent to equip its forces 
at the time of the Fenian raid at St. 
Albans. Vermont sold those arms to 
France during the Franco-Prussian war 
and put tne money in the State Treasury, 
although the State had not paid the Gun 
eral Government a cent for them. Now 
the Legislature is to bo convened iu 
extra session to determine what to do 
about it and as the General Government, 
in consequence of the extravagance ol 
Mr. Reed's Congress, is short of funds, 
it may insist upon the payment of the 
balance due it from the Green Mountain 
State. 


The President will stop at Albany, 


New York, next Tuesday on his way to 
Vermont and a joint reception will bo 
tendered him on behalt of the State and 
the city by Governor Hill nnd 
Manning.

and this afternoon sold on change at 1,10. 
Later on calls were quoted at 1.14 and sold 
us high as 1.18.

marked figures, but they serve to show tbe 
frame of mind traders are in after this ex 
citing week. Frday, which was thought 
to be a busy day by brokers, sank into in 
significance before to-day's session of the 
Board of Trade. It was one of tbe wildest 
daya ever known on Ihe floor. December 
wheat touched 1.03. 
Through consterna- 


tion, the bears, who, while partially pre- 
pared for yesterday'g boom, were com- 
pletely dumb-founded this morning, when 
the bulls SBE.t prices up with a frightful 
rush. Sooh jumping figures as to-day 
witnessed, have not been witnessed since 
Hutchinson'a famous corner in 1888. 
The 


price remained at 1,03, but in a short time 
the bears were soon rallying, and with a 
mighty onslaught brougbt 
it down to 


1.05%. But they could not bold it out at 
that high price. When tbe session closed 
the figure was standing at 1.08%. 


Betore the Board opened this morning 


there was a great dtal of surprise and ex- 
citement. Tbe reports of short European 
crops, tbe prospective famine in Busala, 
Germany's demand, and the 
confident 


spirit ol tbe balls, e£feuted dealers, and 
when trading begun the wheat-pit filled 
with traders; and the day's excitement quad 
rupled. 


A mighty yell went up when tbe gong 


announced tbe opening of to-day's busi- 
ness. 
It was impossible for some time to 


tell wbat the price of wheat really was far 
there were half a dozen different prices 
yelled Jont in different portions of the pit, 
ranging from 1 to 1% to 1.12%. It was 
simply a matter of take what you can get 
and take it quick, said one trader, as he 
emerged from the throng screaming. 
The 


struggling men, after a lime ot excitement, 
settled down tor a little. For a couple of 
minutes business was done on an enormous 
scale. The bears made frantic efforts to 
puslt figures down, but failed. 
European 


buyers at New York began coming in 
strongly. The balls raillied with a whoop, 
and than came tbe wildest market scene in 
years. 
Wheat went up and down in big 


leaps, going to 1.03%, then to 1,05 almost 
in one bound. At 1,03% Ed. Parker came 
into the pit as a big buyer, bat oould find 
no sellers. 
The price went down to 1,04, 


thsn bounded back and forth between that 
and 1,05 for ten minutes. The bears made 
another desperate effort to send prices 
down. 
Momentarily the price retreated, 


bnt then leaped to 1.05%, 1.00, 1.06%, 
1.07, 1.07%, and finally reaching 1.08 
witbin half an hoar. 


All sorts of stories are flying about. A 


large number of traders talked about a 
shortage in Europe, others asserted their 
belief that Jim Keene of New York is re 
sponsible, that he has taken revenge for 
that experience in 1878 when a little flyer 
on the Chicago Board ot Trade cost him 
several 
millions. 
Some said Keene, 


Phillips, Armour nnd B. P. Hntobinson 
were responsible, others that Eeene was 
backed by a powerful syndicate of New 
York capitalists and that Hutohinson was 
one of Ihe leaders, There is nothing relia- 
ble about any of these rumors. 
The fact 


remains that the market simply went wild 
to-day. Daring tbe last advance from 1.05 
to 1.08 the scene of confusion 
and ex.- 


niteuaent on the floor was indescribable. 
Every time (here was an advance tbe bears 
got frightened and exerted their utmost to 
onload at the top price for fear of a drop 
as sudden as the rise. Then several min- 
utes later when tbe price again advanced 
the men who had sold were clamoring to 
buy back, being willing to pay from one to 
three cents more than they sold for. From 
the visitor's gallery tbe wheat-fit looked 
like an assemblage ot dangerous lunatics. 
Men crowded together in a mass, discarded 
coats and hats and clawed enob other like 
wild animals, while a constant deafening 
roar, out of which no intelligence seemed 
to be picked, rose to tbe ceiling, and after 
the market closed there were many traders 
who were frightened at the idea of holding 
wheat over Sunday at 1.06%. Tbe timid 
ones, however, do not seem to have soared 


other traders, for, aa noted above, Decem- 
ber wheat wmt to 1.10 on Ihe curb before 
4 o'clock, and adventurous brokers were 
slicging calls at from 1.14 to 1.18. What

Tliu Newly Elected Cominaiider-tu-Uhief 


of the Grand Army of the Kepubllc. 
Captain John Palmer, who has just been 


elected at Detroit Commander-in-ChUf of 
the Grand Army of the Republic to succeed 
General Veazey, was born on Staten Is- 
land, N. Y., in 1843.

He was one of the originators of the Sol- 
diers' and Sailoin' Home at Bath, Steuben 
connty, which was built by private contri- 
butions nnder the auspices ol the Grand 
Army ot the State. 
In the face of great 


difficulties and opposition he raised a 
large sum of money in Albany, and the 
building was finally completed and turned 
over to the State.

Dismantling the California Pan 


Battery Kill on the Coinstock. 


The California pan and stamp mills, the 


latter an eighty-stamp mill, on the Corn- 
stock, are being dismantled to save the 
payment ol taxes and the wages of a 
watchman. The mills wera erected imme- 
diately after the discovery of the bonanza 
in the Consolidated Virginia and Califor- 
nia mines in 1874. 
The bullion output of 


the mills for nearly two years after their 
erection averaged about $100,000 a day. 
Tbe cost of the mills was about $1,500,000, 
and they were owned by the Bonanza Com- 
pany, Mackay & Fair, and 
Flood & 


O'Brien. 


It is said that from 1875 to 1878, the 


palmy days of Virginia City, the mills pro- 
duced over $30,000,000 in bullion. la 
1837, the mills were operated by watar 
power from the 1740-foot level ol the C. & 
0. shaft, the power being transmitted to 
the surface by wire ropes. 


THE BEDLANDS FLOOD. 


A Reno Man Tells Bis Experience.

Alexander Backus, well-known in Reno, 
who was in the midst of the young Johns- 
town flood at Redlands, California, on the 
12th instant.

"Since the time of tbe purported rich 


discovery made by Zirn some months ago, 
the district has been overran and honey- 
combed by enthusiastic prospectors for 
precions metals. Bat they have failed to 
find color in any of the claims outside of 
Ziru's. 


"The latter nomadic individual exhibits 


gold and silver quartz specimens, which he 
claims were taken from tbe mine he has 
bulkheaded and shielded from view.
